Martin College has a name and a heritage of which we may be very 
proud. Born in a Virginia Methodist parsonage, Thomas M. Martin carne 
to Tennessee as a lad and spent most of his life as a highly respected and 
successful Citizen of Giles County. "Imbued with a deep religious fervor, 
which characterized his entire lite, he early joined thè Methodist Church, 
of which he was ever after an active and earnest member." 

Mr. Martin's daughter, Victoria, youngest of five children, died at thè 
age of twenty. On her deathbed she requested her father to establish in 
Pulaski a school for girls. He died soon after her death but he had provided 
in his will for thè establishment of thè school. Our school has thus been 
called "thè answer to a maiden's prayer." 

"A full meeting of thè officers of thè Methodist Episcopal Church 
South established at Pulaski" was called on June 21, 1870, to consider thè 
"noble bequest" of thè late Thomas Martin. Plans were made for thè in- 
corporation of thè Martin Fermale College. Funds were raised in Pulaski to 
provide grounds and a building so that thè originai gift might be kept intact 
as an endowment. Classes were soon started in thè basement of thè Metho- 
dist Church. The first president, William K. Jones, was selected in 1873 
and thè first class graduated in 1874. A year later thè school moved into 
thè first Martin College building. 

"Old Martin" with its perfect colonial front, thè formai flower beds 
bordered with boxwood, thè stately magnolia trees, thè picket fence at thè 
front with thè high arch over thè gateway, was thè nucleus of thè enlarged 
building that later burned. 

Little girls played within thè box circles and vied with one another in 
assuming dignity, long trains of borrowed shawls, and discipline over thè 
group when their turn carne to play "Mamma" until thè bell rang after 
morning recess or lunch. 

The big back porch with a long shelf on thè rail to hold many water 
buckets and many more dippers was a rendezvous for eating lunches from 
little covered baskets. The huge cistern was near by and furnished water 
in abundance; there were no recognizable germs in thè 1870 / s. 

In thè '7 0's and '80's there were no radios, no movies, no autos, few 
telephones and "everybody in town" went to Martin programs. Commence- 
ment lasted a full week. Before this hectic week, thè big ugly barre! stoves 
were taken down. These symbols and instruments of discomfort that kept

some of thè pupils "burning up," others "freezing to death," were neces- 
sary evils and were gladly dispensed with. Then carne thè cleaning up and 
decorating. The rectangular stage at thè south end of thè auditorium was 
decorated with boughs and blossoms of magnolia and red roses. 

To thè south of thè present campus was a garden where corn, potatoes, 
and cabbage grew in profusion. This plot was later sold to help build our 
present Martin Hall. 

During thè first three decades of its life thè college flourished as one 
of thè prominent schools in thè South for young women. In some respeets 
it was a finishing school but thè records show that it offered curriculum of 
four years' work. The M.E.L. (Mistress of English Literature) and B.A. de- 
grees were conferred and thè M.A. was conferred after completion of one 
year of postgraduate work. The chairman of thè Board of Trustees, Judge 
John S. Wilkes speaking at thè laying of thè cornerstone in 1898 stated 
that "We are laying thè cornerstone of an extension which will make our 
plant more complete than can be found in all thè Southern Country/' 

Disaster struck in 1904 and thè large building with its equipment was 
burned to thè ground. By 1906 a new building, thè present Martin Hall, 
was ready for use. Questions about thè ownership of thè college were set- 
tled in 1908 when an agreement was reached to transfer thè property to 
thè Annual Conference of thè Methodist Church. At this time thè name, 
Martin College, was assumed. With educational standards becoming more 
specific, thè institution became a junior college in 1914, stili retaining some 
secondary work. The same year thè present Tennessee Hall was built. In 
1 935 thè Chancery Court eliminated thè limitations in thè charter, making 
it possible for thè college to admit males. Since that time it has been op- 
erated by thè Tennessee Conference of thè Methodist Church as a co-edu- 
cational junior college, under thè direction of its Board of Trustees. 

Martin is committed to a program of junior college work with high 
academic standards, with individuai attention for each student and with 
Christian emphasis.
